
HORSE 1 AT MEMPHIS. 

Memphis, Texn., Nov 16. — The racin'? organi- 
zations in New York and Chicago, the two 
great centers for thoronghbred racing of Amer- 
ica, never had a season so snccessfal financially 
or 60 free from scandal. The east, controlled 
by the New York Jockey Clnh, with its able 
stewards, has brought racing to such a stand- 
ard as to have tha perfect confidence of the pub- 
lic and the good will of every one. The men of 
ease and wealth are interesting themselves in 
racing etables and in their ambition to own 
good race horses they have increased the valne 
of the thoroughbred to such an extent that 
today a good race horse is worth an ordinary 
fortune. 

One of onr own people, Mr. 8chorr, was almost 
forced to part with his pet and pride, that was 
developed and started and won the first race of 
her life at Montgomery Park, Endurance by 
Right, the quean of the two-year-olds of 1901, if 
not of any year. But these New York million- 
aires would not let such a filly come back west 
if m onoy could prevent her. Think of a two- 
year-old filly with but few, if any, stake engage- 
ments for next season fetching between $15,000 
and$iC,0GC! vVho could blame Mr. Schorr for 
parting with her? Yet he hated to, as he loves 
a good horse at out as well as any man. But he 
is back home again with twenty-three head of 
yearlings in his string of about thirty-five head, 
in the lot are many good-looking ones, and some 
have been tried very well, and in the able hands 
of his trainer, George Walker, it is more than 
likely that many will be returned winners be- 
fore the season of 1902 is over. Among the lot 
ie a chestnut colt by Pirate of Penzance— Early 
Morn, and, therefore, a half brother to Endur- 
ance by Right. There is a filly, too, out of 
Cinderella, the dam of Plaudit, which all Mem- 
phis remembers because he defeated Lieber 
Karl for that memorable Kentucky Derby a few 
seasons ago. There is a big, strapping chestnut 
colt by Lieber Karl— Mr. Bchorr’s own breeding 
— out of Carrie C„ that is big and strong enongh 
to be a good race horse. He has been tried 
fairly well, but he is such a big, groes colt he 
has a great chance to im prove. There are three 
or fonr fine lookers by Esher, the sire of Lady 
Schorr and Gariy Hermann; two big, cracking 
looking colts and a conple of good fillies. He 
has three or fonr by Hassell (the sire of Miss 
Bennett), and they say some of these can rnn 
some. There are some good-looking Top Gal- 
isnts (the sire of Algol). It can readily be seen 
what a finely-bred lot of yearlings he has, and 
with so many good-looking ones, and in snch 
competent. hands, it is but reasonable to expect 
to see some real good ones out of this lot before 
the season of 1902 closes. 

Bat Mr. Schorr is not the only one that has 
some good lookers at Montgomery Perk. Mr. 
Bennett has quite a big lot in charge of that 
most competent trainer Mr. Henry McDaniels, 
whose father before him was one of the great 
trainers of his day. He trained and managed 
what was known as the McDaniels’ Confederacy. 
One of their famous horses was Harry Bassett. 
Mr. McDaniels developed two of the best two- 
year olds olds oat this season in Abe Frank and 
Ed Austin, it ie qnestionable in many persons’ 
minds which was really the best, Abe Frank or 
Endurance by Right. If they had met in the 
west before the filly went eaBt, scale weight, 
there is hardly a doubt bat Abe Frank wonld 
have gone to the post favorite, and Ed Austin 
was not so far away from either of the other 
two. He is quite a race horse himself. With 
these two out of the way, in my hnmble opinion, 
there was not a two year old in the west that

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Word comes from Louisville, saya a Cincin- 
nati newspaper, that several stables which 
raced at Donglas Park will winter there. P. 
Civill, who has had a useful lot carrying his 
i colors the past season, says that Douglas Park 
I has impressed him as being an ideal place at 
which to winter horses, and that he will remain 
there until he is reedy to start out on next 
season’s campaign. Tom Hayes, who had abont 
the most formidable stable on the Turf Congress 
circuit, will also remain at DonglaB Park for 
some time at least. “Even if the Western 
Jockey Clnb and the Turf Congress ehonld come 
together, thus removing the ban from tbehoree- 
| men who cast their lot with the Tnrf Congress, 
j I hardly think I wonld race at Memphis next 
[ spring,” said Mr. Hayes to a friend the other 
| day. “I don’t want it to be inferred from that 
| that I am sore on the Memphis Jockey Clnb 
people, for I have always been well treated by 
them. Bnt I have abont come to the conclus- 
ion that it is not good business policy to begin 
racing eo early in the year, There is a lot of 
good money hang ap in the west bstween May 
and October, and I believe that a man with 
good horses can do mnch better to save his 
horses until warmer weather sets in and the 
racing season is at its height. I raced very 
little this year until after St. Louis opened, and 
I know that I did not Iobs anything by keeping 
my horses in the barn in April. As a matter of 
fact I have made more money this year than 
ever before since I entered the racing bnsiness.” 

The Cincinnati Commercial-Tribane in speak- 
ing of the meeting at Latonia that ended last 
Saturday, has this to say: 

“The Latonia fall meeting, which jnst closed, 
was the most snccessfal one that, the Milldale 
track enjoyed in years. Excepting a few very 
cold days, the daily attendance was folly double 
that it was any time in the last five years, 
while the Saturday half-holiday crowds were 
very much Derby day. 

“All this was a plain indication that there ie 
a chance for the racing game to revive in this 
section if it is properly conducted. 

“Jnst here’s the rub. Yon can’t fool the pub- 
lic all the time, and bookmakers will tell yon 
that the race-going pnblic in this section is a 
very wise lot, and this makes the layers’ end of 
the game aronnd here very hard. Some of the 
most glaring reversals of form ever, seen any- 
where were passed by unnoticed. Some of them 
were investigated, it is said, bat, as usual, there 
was nothing found to indicate that there was 
any fraud intended. 

“It is said’ that nearly all the books quit 
loser, bnt they always do; bnt they bob np jnst 
the same at the next place, and one wonders 
how they do it. It is hard to find who won the 
money, bnt it is safe to say that the astute Ger- 
man Jakie Marklein, never had a losing day. 
There are a few others that fared well, and 
probably the biggest winners are the ones 
behind the Bellew stable, 

“Landry was, without donbt, the best boy at 
the track, with Tommy Knight a close second. 
Tommy did not do as well as nanal, as he was 
handicapped with an attack of boils. Lyne 
showed a great deal of improvement, bnt there 
is still room for more. Jackson rode in very 
poor form, and he appeared to bs very mnch 
discouraged. He had an idea that some had it 
in for him and were trying to land him. 80 , 
after his call for foal riding, he took very few 
chances. 

“Henry Burt and Schnell Lanfer wore the best 
of the older division, and Hanter Rains was 
easily the best colt and Mabel Winn the best of

CAPTAIN REES ■» O PRESIDE. 

According to the Cincinnati Commercial Tri- 
bune of 8unday : “There wiil be new officials 
in the judges’ stand when the Latonia Jockey 
Club holds its next meeting. Judge Rees, who 
has a national reputation aB a racing official, 
will be found at the helm next spring, and the 
matter of whom his assistants will be, has not 
yet been decided. 

“That a change is necessary Jwae decided by 
the powers behind the throne at Latonia. The 
discontent of the public over numerous happen 
ings during the meeting just closed, of which 
no cognizance was taken by the officials, urged 
the men who have their money invested in the 
track to arrange for a change. 

Latonia’s fall meeting proved, beyond sny 



questionable doubt, that racing is by no means 
dead in this section when it is conducted on a 
high scale and not the slightest shadow is al- 
lowed to hang over anything that occnrs at the 
track. The meeting of the past three weeks 
encouraged the backers of Latonia. It is be- 
lieved that with proper handling racing 
can be bronght back to the high standard 
which it occupied here some years ago, when 
Cincinnati was one of the biggest racing centers 
in the west. Shady transactions, syndicate 
books and other methods which stained the 
sport killed the game here. The past meeting 
was the first in many years dnriog which the 
bettirg ring was something like an open one. 
Jnst as soon as the public was satisfied as to 
this large crowds turned ont, and the betting 
was brisk. 

“Judge Rees's reputation is that wherever he 
presides there is clean racing, for he never hesi- 
tates to take action when there is the slightest 
chance for suspicion. When Judge Rees! is in 
the stand men who, under other officials, would 
not hesitate to turn a trick, hold themselves 
as straight aB a rule, for they realize that 
any suspicious action may terminate their 
career on the tnrf if Jndge Rees is an official 
of the track. For this reason, if no other, 
arrangements have been made to have Jndge 
Rees preside at Latonia in the fntnre. The 
past meeting has shown that clean, strong rac- 
ing will pay here, and Judge Reese is picked as 
the man to make it such.’’ 

NOTES OF THE TUBE.

GOSSIP OP THE TURF. 

This is the true storj, says the St. Louis Re- 
public cf November 19, of bow Hnghie McCar- 
reo, who needed both the money and the mare, 
sold the mare Wine Press for $1,000 and got her 
back again, keeping the money. Hnghie had 
bad a bed season and the $1,000 was o! nse to 
him. 

“One day, toward the close of the Fair Qronnds 
fall meeting, the mars Wine Press ran in the 
name of Paul Miles ard won. The previous 
day she ran in the name cf McCarren, whose 
property she hGd been for years. Mr. McCar- 
ren sold her to Mr. Miles between two days for 
$1,000. When she won McCarren startled the 
track habitnee by bidding her up from $500 to 
$1,200 and getting her. 

“Miles complained that McCarren had, in the 
classic phraseology of the etable, “done him 
dirt’’ by fairly selling him the mare at private 
sale and then boosting her on him, particnlarly 
as it was McCarren who bad her entered for 
$500, not Miles,” 

It appears the next day after Hnghie sold her 
she was entered in a race in which the only 
horse that bad a chance to beat her, boons, 
was scratched. Hnghie bat the $1,C00 Miles had 
given him for the mare, winning $1,200, the 
amount be ran the mare np to when she was 
knocked down to him, so he quit $1,000 ahead 
and still retained Wine Press. 

According to presen? plans a hnndred days 
meeting will be given at Charleston, 3. C., be- 
ginning December IS, Although the track ie 
only a half mile in circumference races at all 
distances between three-eighths cf a mile and a 
mile and a half ars announced. The track 
is fifty-five feet wide, there are no sharp 
turns and it is thought contests can be arranged 
that will prove qnite as interesting in their way 
as can be seen upon any racetrack at this season 
of the year. Thera are now 2C0 stalls for the 
accommodation cf thoroughbreds and 500 more 
can be placed in readiness for occupancy with- 
out much delay. Five races will be run every 
day and no puree will be less than $200. 
Charley McCoy will probably be the presiding 
judge, nut nothing definite has beeo decided 
upon in the matter of appointing associate 
judges and starter. There will be no syndicate 
booking. The privilege of making book is open 
to any reputable bookmakers.
